2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS , 
Claims 25 and 27 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Bjorbaek et al (WO 00/66721). 

Bjorbaek teaches the use of a nucleic acid construct expressing Rsk2 in a method for treating obesity, reducmg weight, rediunng body 
fat, reducing serum leptin levels or increasing oxygen consumption by inhibiting Rsk2 activity (page 21, lines 1-7 andpage34, lines 
1-7). 

Claims 1-24, 26 and 28-47 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2>-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
specific compounds, compositions and the methods in these claims. 

Claims 1-47 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus meet industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in biotech/pharmaceutical industry. 
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
